Scandal Stirs Around IMF Director 


N.Y.C. police charge 
popular Frenchman 
in sexual assault ease 


New York 

Dominique Strauss-Kahn’s reputa- 
tion with women earned him the 
nickname “the great seducer,” and 
not even an affair with a subordi- 
nate could knock the International 
Monetary Fund leader off a political 
path pointed in the direction of the 
French presidency. All that changed 
with charges that he sexually assault- 
ed a maid in his hotel room, a case 
that generated shock. 

Strauss-Kahn’s lawyer, Benja- 
min Brafman, said that his client 
will plead not guilty to charges of a 
criminal sex act, attempted rape and 
unlawful imprisonment. 

Strauss-Kahn, 62, was arrested 
Saturday less than four hours after 
the alleged assault, plucked from first 
class on a Paris-bound Air France 
flight that was about to leave John F. 
Kennedy International Airport. 

The well-dressed, thrice-mar- 
ried father of four was alone when he 
checked into New York City’s luxury 
Sofitel hotel, on Friday, police said. 

The 32-year-old maid told author- 
ities that when she entered his suite 
Saturday afternoon, she thought 
it was unoccupied. Strauss-Kahn 
emerged from the bathroom naked.

Presidential Ambition 

President Nicolas Sarkozy, France’s conservative 
incumbent, saw his popularity wane as that of 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn, the International Mon- 
etary Fund chief, took off. Strauss-Kahn, 62, has 
topped French opinion polls for months as the 
man most likely to become the next president, 
but his arrest Saturday has torn France’s presi- 
dential race asunder, just as campaigns heat up 
ahead of the April 2012 first-round vote, (ap)

Eurozone financial leaders are 

slated to discuss Greece’s deteriorat- 
ing economy Monday in Brussels, a 
meeting that is complicated by the ar- 
rest of IMF chief Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn. Still, Greek government spokes- 
man Giorgos Petalotis insisted the 
arrest would not affect his nation’s ef- 
forts to resolve its financial woes. The 
IMF put up $43 billion of the $157 billion 
Greek bailout. A$111 billion bailout for 
Portugal was also on the agenda for 
Monday’s meeting, as is Ireland’s prog- 
ress in dealing with the financial mo- 
rass that led to its EU-IMF bailout, (ap)

U.S.: Imam, 2 Sons Aided Taliban 


3 accused of giving 
$50K in aid to terror 
group in Pakistan 

Miami 

An elderly Miami imam and two 
of his sons, all U.S. citizens, have 
been arrested on federal charges 
they provided $50,000 to the Paki- 
stani Taliban, authorities say.

Backstory 

The Pakistani Taliban are al- 
lied with al-Qaeda, are based in the 
northwest of Pakistan near the Af- 
ghan border and have links to that 
country’s Taliban insurgency. They 
claimed responsibility for paired sui- 
cide bombings Friday that killed at 
least 80 people in what they said was 
vengeance for the killing of al-Qaeda 
chief Osama bin Laden. The group is 
designated as a terrorist organiza- 
tion by the State Department, (ap) 


37, was detained in Los Angeles. 
Their mosques are not suspected of 
wrongdoing, authorities said.

are three others at large in Paki- 
stan — Hafiz Khan’s daughter and 
grandson and an unrelated man, all 
charged with handling the distribu- 
tion of funds, authorities said.

If convicted, the South Flori- 
da men face 15 years in prison for 
each of the four counts listed in the 
indictment.

Israeli Anniversary Ignites Fury 


Deadly clashes erupt 
as Arabs join with 
Palestinian protests

Mobilized by calls on Facebook, 
thousands of Arab protesters 
marched on Israel’s borders on Sun- 
day in an unprecedented wave of 
demonstrations, sparking clashes 
that left at least 15 people dead in 
an annual Palestinian mourning 
ritual marking the anniversary of 
Israel’s birth. 

In a surprising turn of events, 
hundreds of Palestinians and sup- 
porters poured across the Syrian 
frontier and staged riots, drawing 
Israeli accusations that Damascus 
and its ally Iran orchestrated the 
unrest to shift attention from an 
uprising back home. It was a rare 
incursion from the Syrian side and 
could upset the delicate balance 
between the two longtime foes. 

Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu said he ordered the 
military to act with “maximum 
restraint” but vowed a tough

were uprooted. Today, the surviving refugees 
and their descendants number several million people. Each year, Palestinians 
throughout the region mark the “nakba" with demonstrations.

“We are determined to defend 
our borders and sovereignty,” he 
declared in a brief address broad- 
cast live on Israeli TV stations. 

Deadly clashes also took place 
along Israel’s northern border with 
Lebanon, as well as in the Gaza 
Strip on Israel’s southern flank. 

The events carried a message 
for Israel: Even as it wrestles with 
the Palestinian demand for a state 
in the West Bank, Gaza and east 
Jerusalem — areas Israel captured 
in the 1967 Mideast war — there is 
a related problem of neighboring 
countries that host millions of Pal- 
estinians who aspire to return. 

Sunday’s unrest marked the first 
time the protests that have swept 
the Arab world in recent months 
have been directed at Israel. 

The violence also highlighted 
the extent of Arab anger over the 
Palestinian issue, beyond the res- 
idents of the West Bank and Gaza, 
and came at a critical time for U.S.

U.S. Sen. John Kerry said on Sun- 
day that the U.S. relationship with 
Pakistan was at a “critical moment” 
because of the killing of al-Qaeda 
leader Osama bin Laden. 

Kerry, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, said 
that though Pakistan had in the 
past sacrificed much in the fight 
against al-Qaeda and domestic 
Islamic militants, the killing of bin 
Laden by U.S. Navy SEALs near the 
capital had raised questions. 

Some in the U.S. were critical of 
Pakistan for having failed to detect 
the terror leader — or worse, giv- 


ing him protection. 

“We are at a moment where we 
have to resolve some very serious 
issues,” Kerry said in the Afghan 
capital. Still, he said, bin Laden’s 
death may present a new oppor- 
tunity for reconciliation with the 
Taliban in Afghanistan. 

Kerry, who traveled to Pakistan 
later Sunday to meet with govern- 
ment officials, is making his visit 
amid growing condemnation of 
the U.S. raid from Pakistani lead- 
ers, military officials and Islam- 
ic hard-liners. The Parliament on 
Saturday demanded a halt to U.S. 
drone strikes against militants in

Opening the Floodgates 

Towns in La.’s Cajun country clear out to avoid the mighty Mississippi’s wrath 


Krotz Springs, La. 

Authorities warned people Sun- 
day to get out as Mississippi River 
water gushing from a floodgate 
for the first time in four decades 
crept ever closer to communities in 
Louisiana’s Cajun country, slow- 
ly filling a river basin like a giant 
bathtub. 

Most residents heeded the 
warnings and headed for higher 
ground, even in places where 
there hasn’t been so much as a 
trickle, hopeful that the flooding 
engineered to protect New Orleans 
and Baton Rouge would be merciful 
to their way of life. 

Days ago, many of the towns 
known for their Cajun culture 
and drawling French dialect 
fluttered with activity as people 
filled sandbags and cleared 
out belongings. 

By Sunday, some areas were 
virtually empty as the water from 
the Mississippi River, swollen by 
snowmelt and heavy rains, slowly 
rolled across the Atchafalaya River 
basin. The floodwaters could 
reach depths of 20 feet in the 
coming weeks. 

The spillway’s opening 
diverted water from heavily 
populated New Orleans and 
Baton Rouge — plus chemical 
plants and oil refineries along 
the Mississippi’s lower reaches — 
easing pressure on the levees there 
in the hope of avoiding potentially 
catastrophic floods. 

In Butte LaRose, about 50 
miles downstream from where the 
Morganza Spillway was opened, no 
water was expected until at least 
later Sunday. But Chalmers Wheat, 
54, was among the few left — and 
even he was headed for his father’s 
home in Baton Rouge outside the 
flood zone. He and his brother were 
making a few final preparations to 
protect his home with plastic lining

officials opened two massive 
gates on Saturday and another 
two Sunday. There are 125 in all. 
The Mississippi has broken river- 
level records that had held since 
the 1920s in some places. 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
has taken drastic steps to prevent 
flooding. Engineers blew up a 
levee in Missouri — inundating an 
estimated 200 square miles (520 
square kilometers) of farmland and 
damaging or destroying about 100 
homes — to take the pressure off 
floodwalls protecting the town of 
Cairo, 111., population 2,800. 

The Morganza flooding is 
more controlled, however, and 
residents are warned each year 
that the spillway could be opened. 
A spillway at the 7fi00-foot Bonnet 
Carre structure in Louisiana also 
has been opened. 

It seemed animals didn’t want 
to be stuck an 3 rwhere, either: Deer, 
hogs and rabbits have started 
running from the water flowing 
near the floodgates, said Lt. Col. 
Joey Broussard of the Louisiana 
Department of Wildlife and 
Fisheries. An electronic sign on 
Interstate 10 warned of a possible 
animal exodus: “Wildlife crossing 
possible. Use caution,” it read.

Metro wants to hire 
more fuLL-time workers 
and skilled personnel

Metro officials gave a slew of spend- 
ing numbers at last week’s meeting 
of the board’s finance committee. 
The highlights: Favorable, Met- 
ro’s year-to-date expenditures are 
$38.7 million below budget. Unfa- 
vorable, Metro is $4.4 million over 
budget in its spending on salaries, 
wages and overtime. 

Metro’s revenues year-to-date 
are $19.6 million below budget, in 
part because of shortfalls in rail 
and bus revenue. 

Average weekday rail ridership 
for the month of March was 753,500 
trips, 1.3 percent below the aver- 
age weekday in March 2010. On 
buses, ridership for March was 
11.5 million trips, up 5.5 percent 
from March 2010. 

Overtime is up, Metro offi- 
cials said, because it has a short- 
age of skilled rail and bus workers 
as it tries to repair and maintain 
the system and is having to pay 
existing employees to work more 
hours. Metro officials said they 
are working to hire more supervi- 
sors, inspectors and other skilled 
personnel. 

“Overtime is a tool that was pro- 
grammed in to deal with the work- 
er shortage,” Dave Kubicek, who 
was promoted this week to become 
Metro’s deputy general manager of 
operations, told the board. 

“Based on overtime expendi- 
tures, it is best to start having full-

time workers so we can reduce the 
overtime of existing employees.” 

Metro board members said they 
worried that some Metro employees 
were working too many overtime 
hours and could become fatigued 
and create safety problems while 
on the job. 

But Metro safety officials 
assured board members that thej^’re 
trying to achieve safety while also 


working hard — and fast — to meet 
recommendations from the Nation- 
al Transportation Safety Board. 

Also, Metro Police Chief Michael 
Tabom said overall crime on the bus 
and rail systems is down. 

But incidents against bus driv- 
ers is up — mainly in the Southeast 
area, where mostly juveniles have 
been reported throwing rocks and 
spitting at drivers, he said. 

The theft of electronic devices 
from passengers is a continuing 
problem, he said. Serious crime on 
Metro hit a five-year high in 2010, 
according to data released earli- 
er this year. 

Robberies went up 13 per- 
cent, fueled by a 20 percent rise 
in the snatching of electronics.

A Giant Debate in Cleveland Park

Nearly 10 years ago, Trudy Reeves 
moved to McLean Gardens, lured 
in part by the promise that a brand- 
new Giant supermarket would be 
built within walking distance.

Wait for a Fairer Price on Fares 


Booking early won’t 
pay off in the search 
for cheap air travel 


Consumer Advice 

Book your summer travel early. 
Don’t wait for huge sales. 

This was the advice just a few 
months ago as airfares were ris- 
ing. Demand was expected to be 
high and seats limited. Now the 
major airlines appear ready to give 
up some ground to penny-pinch- 
ing travelers. 

This is shaping up to be the 
most expensive summer ever for 
air travel. Fares could surpass the 
previous record average of $359 in 
2008. But the airlines are grow- 
ing nervous that higher fares will 
drive away passengers. So, those 
who dared to follow the tradition- 
al guidelines for booking summer 
flights are about to be rewarded 
with lower fares. 

According to online travel site 
Travelocity, the so-called sweet 
spot for booking is generally six to 
seven weeks ahead of a major hoi-

Music Q& A 

In the next chapter of her career, 
Beyonce seems dedicated to break- 
ing new ground. It takes guts for 
one of the world’s biggest pop stars 
to release such a stridently uncon- 
ventional single as the militaristic, 
beat-driven “Run the World (Girls),” 
built around a freaky sample from 
obscure indie favorites Major Lazer.

I just heard the track and loved that 
it was so different: it felt a bit Afri- 
can, a bit electronic and futuristic. It 
reminded me of what I love, which is 
mixing different cultures and eras 
to create a new sound. 

Aside from this being your fourth 
solo album, what significance 
does the number “4” hold? 

We all have special numbers in our 
lives, and 4 is that for me. It’s the 
day I was born. My mother’s birth- 
day and a lot of my friends’ birth- 
days are on the fourth; April 4 is 
my wedding date. 

How did the creative process begin 
with the new body of work? 

I recorded more than 60 songs:

nologies. 

To capture Staton’s motion, the 
actor separately performed scenes 
in a skintight suit that cameras 
could detect and digitize, a method 
used in films such as “Avatar.”

8-square-mile stretch of Los Ange- 
les, reaching from downtown to the 
Hollywood district, where Phelps 
investigates crime scenes, tracks 
suspects and interrogates witness- 
es. That last part makes up the bulk 
of the “L.A. Noire” gameplay. 

“We had to have technology that 
allowed actors to do their thing 
without any level of interpreta- 
tion,” says Brendan McNamara, 
the game’s director.

Your band’s first show isn’t sup- 
posed to end with a sucker punch 
to the head. But in 1994, after Port- 
land queercore legends Team Dresch 
made their debut at a hometown 
club, two members were jumped 
in a nearby parking lot.

“It was so scary and awful,” for- 
mer singer Kaia Wilson recalls.

One of Wilson’s 
bandmates even made a compila- 
tion album, “Free to Fight,” featur- 
ing songs by female artists mixed 
with self-defense instruction. 

Team Dresch became legend- 
ary for its “lesbionic punk rock,” 
delivered with love for its margin-

alized young fans and backed up 
with confessional lyrics and driv- 
ing guitars. “Just the strength in 
our music had a communication 
of its own,” Wilson says. 

The band’s since broken up, and 
Wilson’s currently touring alone 
with a collection of new acous- 
tic songs that allow her emotional 
vocals to take center stage. 

“I’m proud of what I came out of 
musically and the scene that I came 
of age in,” she says. “Queercore and 
Riot Grrrl — I just jumped into its 
arms.
